Chairman Ehardt called the meeting to order at 1:30 p.m.

Chairman Ehardt returned S 1015 to the committee for consideration, which was
held for time certain from the meeting of Wednesday, February 24, 2021.

S 1015: Jerri Henry, Drinking Water Protection and Finance Division Administrator from the
DEQ returned to answer committee questions on S 1015. Ms. Henry explained that
the statute being removed is in conflict with other parts of the rule. Once removed,
the remaining parts cover in more detail what contaminates are being tested and
when notifications must occur.
